Committee of Whole Refuses to

Strike it Out.

WAS A GREAT LEGAL BATTLE-

Some of Ibe Ablest Convention Leaders

Spoke Upon It . Proceed tags
of t Day in

Detail.

The Constitution:·! Convention yestcr-
3ay, by an overwhelming majority, voted

Iri Committee oí the Whole io reject tlio

amendment offered by Mr. Robertson, Of

Roanoke, to section 20. which wr.s io

strike the word "damaged" from the

clause relating to the right of eruieerit
domain. The section was then adopted
as It came from the Commi!tec on the

Legislative Dc*-artment; and will, if

adopted try the convention, which is liko-
ly. become a part e: the new organic
liiw of the. State. The effect of this
change is to allow property owner«: to re¬

cover when their properly is "damaged"'
for public use. as well as when it is ac¬

tually "talten,-*
It did not lake the body long to gel

down to business. There -»vere no resolu¬
tions and but few memorial:-. Eighty-one
members were in their seats and a great,
many visitors were on the floor. Among
them were Governor Tyler. Attorney-
General Montague end a number of mem¬
bers of the Le-rislature. Fair women

.were on hand In great numbers.
When the Committee of the Whole was

gone into (Mr. Walker in the chair), there
«was a battle between the legal lights of
the body. The legislative report was tak¬
en up. and there v.-.-is a great debate over

the retention of the word "damaged" i-i
section 20. Judge Robertson had offered
a resolution on Tuesday to strike it out
and Mr. Carter, of Hanover, was the first
«speaker in 'favor of this course. Messrs.
Hatten and Robertson followed on the
Fame line, and strong speeches were made
-against it and In favor of the committee
report as it stood by Messrs. Parks, In¬
grain. R. Walton Moprje and Meredith.
The vote was then taken, and resulted in
an overwhelming victory for the commit¬
tee, the 'body refusing to strike the word
out.
The convention then adjourned until to¬

day.
THE DAY IX DETAIL.

The Convention was called to orl?r

»romptly at 10:5C o'clock by President
Goode, and prayer was oiïered by Dr.
Richard) Mcllwaine.
Eighty-one in. i.'be s answered to thei-

names and the journal oí Wednesday's
proceedings was rea«, and approved.
There were a gréa, many memorials

and severa, Haves of abbciice were grant¬
ed lo memiii-s v.l.·· t'i.-riici to go home.
The convention then resolved itself into

commi ite«- of the whole to consider the
report of the Committee on Legislative
Department.
Mr. Carter was recognized by Chair¬

man Walker, and proceeded, to speak in
opposition to the report of the committee
requiring that compensation should be
«made for all private property taken or

damaged for public uses.

He said he agreed that the present law
«worked unusual hardships in many cases

and he dissented from some propositions
advanced by Judge Robertson, but his
lirm conviction was that the Legislature
had ample power to deal with the ques¬
tion and was the proper tribunal to pass
upon it.
The proposed change was a radical de¬

parture from tho principles of law that
had prevailed in Virginia since its forma¬
tion. It made but little difference what
other States had done, the text books
and decisions all showed that this law in
other States had given rise to any
nmount of confusion and embarrassment
n properly applying or construing the
new law.
No iban, unless he was blessed with

the gift of prophecy, could tell how the
Supreme Court of Yirginia would con¬
strue it. for the authorities would justify
a multitude of constructions.
He said it would not hurt the railroads

already built, but would be the most for¬
midable club that they coulu use to beat
out new rivals. No new roau could par¬
allel an old one on account of having to
pay the enormous amount of indirect
damages the new road would have to pay
under the new law.
Mr. Meredith: "Do you mean to say

the new road would have to pay the old
road damages for the diversion of traf¬
fic?"
Mr. Carter: ' My friend's acute mind

'has seen a point that I had never thought
of. lie is a universal negative. I can
count on his always being 'no'/ when I
am *yes.· That is why I think he is al¬
ways wrong."
He Had nom Lewis on consequential

damages to show to what extent the new
doctrine could in· stretched! He declared
that the difference between him and Mr.
Wescott was extremely narrow; that he
thought the law should be changed from
what it Is. but that change should bo
made by the Legislature.

CAPTAIN* PARKS- SPEAKS.
Mr. Parks, in advocating the report of

th·« en-iimittee. said the only question
that Should lo considered was the right
and jus'ice oí the proposition. Was it
right that the property of a private Citi¬
zen should be taken, destroyed or damag¬
ed for the public good without any op¬
portunity for him to be compensated for
his loss?

"Under tlie present law a man can get
damages for property actually taken,
but th«-ic is no redress for the man whose
adjoining property is damaged moro than
that of the one whose property is actual¬
ly taken.
That is not just or right, and being

unjust, and wrong this convention should
remedy the evil and substitute a funda¬
mental wrong with a fundamental right.
Referring to the argument that capi¬

tal would be frightened irom the State,
he said he hai heard that old argument
in the Legislature for the past ten years,
and it was worn threadbare. Capital, he
«aid, would always go where safe in¬
vestments could be made and no invest¬
ment was safer than in a State where the
laws,guaranteed equal and exact justice
to art. That was the only safe founda¬
tion on which any permanent prosperity
could be built on property rights perma¬
nently safe guarded,
Mr. R. Walton Moore here called the

speaker's attention to the fact that G?
Tesas and Pennsylvania, where the law
of damages prevailed, railroad building
was tho most active of any States in
the I'nion.
Mr. Parks concluded by declaring· that

on the question of damages under tho
new law the -courts were remarkably uni¬
form In their decisions".

*.\"'.RAM'S FIXE SPEECH.
Judge Ingrani, the patron of the reso¬

lution which was inoor«»oratcd in the ordi¬
nane«« reported by committee, next spoke.
lie eaid Mr. Carter acknowledged tho

necessity of the law, but planted himself
on the flétense ot unborn corporations as

ftgalmu those already established and
claimed that the Legislature was the only
tribunal fit to pass such a law. On tho
other hand..Judge Robertson had planted
llitrself on the broad ground tt:"·t a nri-
vate .cltixeif had no right* when the public
«corvi demanded that liles proDcrtv be sacri-
llced.

Such arguments keep the word of prom-
«¦e to the car ana break it to the hope.

He asscrtrtd that this law proposed ho
new legal doctrine, and Bald It was found¬
ed on the principle that where a private
right was surrendered tor the good of the
public it was the. duly of that public to

c »turibule to the extent of the «private
drum-go.
Ei.gland, as far back as 3SI5, passed a

general statute giving compensation when
the property of a subject was taken or

injuriously dam« gcd.
Jn ÁÍ.7«) Illinois enacted the law. and

.Since that time twenty-six other States
have put it In llu-ir constitutions.
in the extreme cases of Roanoke and in

Richmond, which have been cited, while
the suits were brought against the cities
of Roahoke rind of Richmond, the damage
w.-.s done by railroads and the private
rights of individual citizens were ruthless¬
ly destroyed without any redress what¬
ever.
Th·· speaker here read from decisions of

the .Supreme· Courts of various States to
show that the constructions on the new

law wcvis remarkably uniform and not
contradictory ar.d cor·ferrod, as Mr. Car¬
ter had 3t¿tcd.
In consequence of the noise made by

the band parading Broad Street, the con¬

vention took a recess of ten minutes.
As soon as ihe speaker could be heard

he resumed his argument, taking up his
unfinished examination of Supreme Court
decisions to show the uniformity of con¬

struction which prevailed in reference to

the new law.
Ho said if U».e Constitution in primitive

times thought it right to declare that
private property should not be taken for
public uses without compensation, he did
not seo why that same Constitution in
this day of innumerable quasi-public
corporations should not provide that a.

private citizen's property should not be

damaged by a corporation without com¬

pensation.'
He said the decision of the Virginia

courts had placed the most extreme and
restricted construction upon the word
taken. He hoped for the interest of in¬
dividual;-, that the law would be adopted.
Justice aloné prompted it and it would
not work a hardship on corporations, be¬

cause corporations should, like individ¬
uals, be glad to see equal justice adminis¬
tered to all under the law.

MR. HATTON OPPOSES.
Mr. Hatton then spoKe In opposition

to the report and in favor of Mr. Robert¬

son's amendment.
He contended that the convention would

Ik» false to the people of Virginia to adopt
this law and thereby say to them,

_

put
your hands in your pockets, employ isw-

yers and go into the courts to see what
this thing mean.5. When the Constitu
tion creates a new right it certainly sho-üd
suite it. with sufficient clearness to make

it plain.
The new right Itself is founded upon

a false principle. It proposes to gire
redress for a class of damage for which
none has heretofore been given. If I

am injured, my redrese should not depend
upon the injury being brought about by j
a public use any more than :f it was j
brought about by a privata use. The
new law dares not extend i..e principle
to that extent in words, but who knows \
which may be the «instruction.
lie illustrated this by saying an in¬

dividual could put up a built-Hng in a

certain portion of a residence block that
would greatly damage the desirability
for that purpose and yet there would be
no redress, but a city would be responsi¬
ble for the damage for improvement on

the public street.
Why confine the law to the source of

the damage instead of Its nature and
extent. This alono would show 1 ow

inequitable the law was. It was only
by showing the false foundation upon
which the law was based that its danger
could be determined.
JUDGE ROBERTSON'S REMARKS.
Judge Robertson here spoke for some

time to show that the new law- created
a new class of damages and read' from
several text books to show that tho word·
damage was not as easy of construction
as the word taken. The difference In tho
courts heretofore has been ira defining
what is meant by the word; property,
not the word taken. Judge Robertson
said the argument made by Mr. Hatton
should be given great weight. He denied
that the present law was a great evil

and insisted that the Legislature would
have corrected it if it were.

Mr. R. Walton Moore here asked a

question and Judge Robertson took his
seat, saying that Mr. Moore always made
a speech in a question. Mr. Moore did
make a speech before he concluded. He
contended that the new law would not

work a hardship on municipal or other
corporations, and its object was solely
and entirely for tlie purpose of pro¬
tecting private rights thafc were not pro¬
tected.
Judge Robertson then concluded by

saying if Mr. Mooro had read as much
law on this subject as he had. his head
would be in such a state of confusion
that he would see clear enough to con¬

vince him that the proposed law was dan¬
gerous, oppressive and unwise.

ARGUED ABLY.
Mr. Mereditli followed in a brief but

able argument in favor of the report ot

the Committee. He said he had seen so

Much of the gross injustice done tne peo¬
ple by the absence of such a provision in
the Constitution lie felt constrained to

add his approval to the change, although
it had already been su ably supported by
his colleagues.
Mr. Meredith cited that twenty-four of

the States of the Union had adopted such
a provision, and that it had worke 1 ad¬
mirably and he made an eloquent plea
for its adoption in Virginia. He then
took up the strong points brought out by
those who liad spoken on the other side,
and answered them in a most convincing
mariner.
lie said the proposed law would tread

the beaten paths trod by twenty-seven
other States; that its construction had al-
ivudy been well defined in the courts of
those States and in the English courts
for fifty years and the confusion referred
to by Judge Robertson did not exist.
Mr. Meredith said he had been unfair in

n-ading an excerpt from a decision which
».vas an extieme illustration. Judge Rob¬
ertson here said that the excerpt he
quoted was used by Lewis, the text-
writer on whom Mr. Meredith depended.
He then heatedly objected to Mr. Mere¬
dith charging him with unfairness in any
sense. Mr. Meredith disclaimed any pur¬
pose of bring offensive and proceeded to
refer to the many instances of gross in¬
justice under the present law. He said he
wanted to put his foot down on the doc¬
trine that private rights had to be subor¬
dinated and destroyed without redress by
any kind or corporation. Ho said«munici¬
pal corporations in making improvements
damaged private property of citions in
il;, outiying ward?, who had their little
homes, built after years of sacrifice, and
was their all.

AMENDMENT LOST.
At «the conclusion of Mr. Meredith's

speech Mr. R. Walton Moore, read a
f<-iv ('.^c'sic.tv·» of the Supreme Court iel-
ati\-e to the construction which had been
placed by the courts on the word ñam-
ago. He then called for a vote on «.he

question.
The amendment offered by* Judge -:'.ob-

ertson to strike out the words "or «iani-
ag(»d" from the rpnort. was then -Jeieat-
od by a large majority without a divis¬
ion. ,

.

The re-port of the committee was then,
by conynt of the committee, amended
so as to strike out the words: '"but be¬
yond compensation for property actually
taken, damages allowed shall be subject
to abatement by allowing for benefits
conferred." The report of the commit¬
tee ».vas thon adopted, and as amended
reads a.-» follows:
"The General Assembly shall not pass

any .»Ml of attainder or any ex-post facto
law, or any law «impairing tho obligation
of contracts, or anv law abridging the
freedom of speech òr of the press. It
shall not enact any law whereby private
property shall be taken or damaged for
public uses, without just compensation."
Tho «»ir.nvlttee then r«eported progress,

and at' 2:10 o'clock the convention t&-
ievrntn.

Mother
and son spent the night at a boarding
house in this city.
Longley ih only 22 years of age, ana is

a good looking young man. He has made
a model prisoner. Before be left he had
been promoted to a clerkship in what is
known as the "cutting department·· of
the shoe shops. The- young man says he
will stay with his devoted mother and
work for her support the balance of her
days.
The case, which has several timos boon

referred to in Tho Times, is a peculiar¬
ly pathetic one, Longley was a p del
citizen except when he. got drunk. He
killed a man named Sam K. Broils. On
the day of tho .shooting Longley got
beastly drunk, and was trying to reach
home. His horse went into a lot near
Broils' house, and, while Longley was

trying to get the animal out into the
roadway, a dog came out and attacked
the horse. Broils followed in order to as¬

certain what the trouble was about, and.
it appears, that Longley. in shooting at
the dog, killed Broils. Tho young man
ha- no recollection of tho affair the next
day.
Longley owes his freedom to the «"«Torts

of his mother. She rode all over Wash¬
ington county and got thousands of peo¬
ple to sign the petition. The Common¬
wealth's Attorney ar.d several of the ju¬
rors united in the appeal for executive
clemency. The case appealed very strong¬
ly to the Governor from tho first.
